
BUILDING FAST AT HAWTHORNE. 



The work of rebuilding the structures that were 
burned down at Hawthorne is being rushed along 
with a rapidity that will bring the grandstand and 
betting ring into a complete state before the bugle 
calls the horses to the post for the opening race of 
the next meeting of the Chicago Jockey Clnb. A 
force of nearly three hundred, of which half the 
number are carpenters, are wonting two hours a 
day overtime to bring this about. The new grand- 
stand. although a single decker, will have a larger 
seating capacity than the old stand. Its length 
will be 396 feet and will contain eighteen rows of 
chairs, and this, after allowing space for aisles will 
seat in the neighborhood of six thousand persons. 
The dining room, bar, and lavatories have already 
reached a state of completion, and the builders are 
at present busily engaged in placing a roof over 
the stand. The betting ring, which will be under 
the north end of the stand, is almost finished, the 
exception being the floor, which will not be com- 
pleted until after a considerable amount of grading 
has been done. Tyo teams are now steadily at 
work with large scoops hauling ont large quanti- 
ties of sand to make the ground level. When com- 
pleted the betting ring will be much larger than 
the old one. 

The paddock, which will not be built nntil after 
the next meeting, will be modeled on the lines of 
the one destroyed and will be situated fifty feet 
aorth of the betting ring. Tne failure to build the 
paddock in time for the next meeting will necesi- 
tate the secretary and jockeys occupying tempo- 
rary quarters somewhere under the grandstand. 
The inability to have the paddock built was on 
account of scarcity of workmen, all the available 
force being used on the other structures. The 
judges’ and timers’ stands were practically unin- 
jured by the fire and, beyond needing to be repaint- 
ed, are as good as new. The association is doing 
its own bnilding under the supervision of A. M 
Allen and he positively announced that the grand- 
stand and betting ring would be finished in time 
for the next meeting. 



TWO DISQUALIFICATIONS. 



The racing at Harlem yesterday was replete with 
excitement, which was furnished to the spectators 
by several close finishes and two disqualifications, 

The first setback occurred in the steeplechase, 
which was taken by Lord Farandole in handy fash- 
ion. It appears, however, that jockey Dolan, after 
taking the second jump, cut the flag a few feet to 
the inside of it, thus running out of the course and 
saving ground. Lord Farandole was much the 
best, fenced cleanly throughout and came away in 
the stretch with ease, winning by two and a half 
lengths from Bristol, which beat Dagmar fifteen for 
second place. Bristol was much the best of the 
others and ran to her best form. Dagmar tired 
fast after the seventh jump had been taken. Wen- 
lock gradually dropped away beaten after showing 
well up to the sixth jump. Bristol was given the 
race, with Dagmar second and Scorpio third. 

The second disqualification occurred in the fourth 
race, which was taken by Jack Rattlin. He ran to 
his best form and, leading all the way, won easily, 
At the last sixteenth Beauchamp allowed him to 
swing in toward the inside rail, thus cutting off 
Bragg, which had to be pulled up. For this inter 
ference Jack Rattlin was set back, Bragg being 
placed first, Talpa second and Dr. Stephens third 
Jack Rattlin showed much spaed throughout the 
race and had the field well beaten when entering 
the last furlong. He won easily by a length from 
Bragg, which beat Talpa the same distance for 
second place. Dr. Stephens finished fourth. Talpa 
ran to her best form. She was pinched out of posi 
tion after the barrier went up and lost some ground 
which she recovered quickly when going down the 
backstretch. The mile was turned in 1:39 ?b. which 
is the fastest once around the circle made here this 
year. 



Of a field of fourteen maidens that faced the bar- 
rier in the day’s opener, a six furlongs dash. Tom 
Keene proved to be much the best. He suffered 
Jane Holly to run in the lead for the first four and 
a half furlongs and then easily took command, win- 
ning by a length from Lucy Locket, which beat 
Jane Holly two for second place. Lucy Locket fin- 
ished strongly and was much the best of the others, 
Jane Holly was well beaten when a furlong from 
the wire. Belle of Bohemia ran well for five fur- 
longs and bears watching from now on. Mackey is 
a good looking colt but appeared to be too high in 
flesh. He showed to advantage and will probably 
not remain a maiden long. 

McChesney had to be much the best to win the 
second race, a dash of six and a half furlongs for 
three-year-olds and upward. Off last and badly cut 
off by Red Tip, which ran across him just as the 
barrier went up, he appeared to be badly beaten in 
the first quarter, but after that made up ground 
fast and. gradually picking up the field, closed with 
a rush, winning by a head from Joe Frey, which 
beat Hargis one length for second place. McChes- 
ney won easily, Buchanan purposely drawing a close 
finish. Joe Frey ran to his best form and will be a 
hard horse to beat from now on. Hargis chewed 
speed, but tired palpably wh'en the last sixteenth 
struggle came up. Theory, as usual, displayed 
keen speed, but she is faint-hearted and tires fast 
when strongly pressed. Zyra ran right to the 
mark. Rosa Diah was a keen contender for almost 
six furlongs and is due to win soon over a fast track 
when placed where she belongs. 

Gypzene finally broke kindly in a race’and, hold- 
ing a contending position from the start, ran The 
Crisis into early submission and then came away 
easily, winning by a half length from Linguist, 
which beat Mirance one and one-half for second 
place. Linguist finished strongly, but Gypzene was 
simply too fast for him at the weights. Shooting 
Star showed leant speed and was never a serious 
contender. 

An unwieldy field of fifteen faced the barrier in 
the last race, but Dwyer got the field off to an ex- 
cellent start. Illuminate and Miracle II. ran in 
close company until the first half had been run, 
where Matin Bell moved up fast, took an easy com- 
mand and was never afterward headed. She won 
by one length from Lingo, which beat Miracle II. 
two for second place. Illuminate fell away badly 
beaten after running well for five furlongs. 
Ultrnda and Temper showed good races and bear 
watching from now on. 

The largest gathering of the week was present 
and enjoyed an excellent day’s sport. The track 
was lightning fast and good time was made in the 
different races. Lord Farandole ran the short 
course steeplechase in 3:319s, which is two-fifths of 
a second faster than the track record which was 
established by Walter Cleary. August 4. 



HEKMIN IN GREAT FORM 



Saratoga, N. ¥., August 8.— George J. Gould 
made an offer of $15,000 for Hermis after his great 
trial for the Travers Stakes. He worked Thursday, 
after the la£t race, a mile and a fnrlong in 1:54 flat, 
which was phenomenally fast, in view of the cuppy 
state of the going, which necessitated his taking 
the middle of the track, going wide on all the 
turns. Peter Wimmer, W. P. Burch, John Hyland, 
G. B. Morris, Julius Bauer and Tom Healy all had 
probable starters in the same event and were inter 
ested spectators of the trial and all agreed that the 
son of Hermence had the race at his mercy. 

By winning the historic Travers Stakes with Her 
mis, Mr. Gould would make a brilliant debnt on 
the American turf.
